DECLARATORY  RICSOLUTIiON  Ho.  SO: 


AND  FR-\NKLIN  AVENUE  FROM  POLK  STREET  TO  HICfH  STRl^JET: 


Resolved  hy  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  city  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary-  to  widen  the  alley 
between  St.  Mary's  Avenue  and  Franklin  Avenue  from  Polk  street  to  High 
street.  Said  alley  when  opened  to  have  a liniform  width  of  ten  (10) 
feet.  The  sane  to  be  made  by  condemning  and  appropriating  for  such 
purposes  sufficient  lots  and  lands  described  as  follows: 

The  west  one  (I)  foot  of  lots  Nos  6,7  and  8 of  Battenburgh* s 

Sub-division  also  the  west  five  (5)feet  of  lot  No.  14  J,  Wallace 

Dawson's  Sub-division. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected 
by  the  widening  of  said  alley  as  above  described  is  described  as  all 
lots  or  parcels  of  lands  as  follows,  to-wlt: 

All  lots  and  lands  lying  between  St.  Mary's  Avenue  and  Franklin 
Avenue  and  Polk  street  and  High  street.
